WASHINGTON 
— A comp ro­ 
mise bill to g iv e President Eisen­ 
hower new tariff-cutting p owers 
was headed for final cong ressional 
action, p erhap s today . 
House leaders ex p ected little op ­ 
p osition in that chamber. The Sen­ 
ate was ex p ected to follow suit

today and send the bill to the Pres- 
ident. 
The comp romise » biU, g iv ing Ei­ 
senhower most of what he soug ht, 
would ex tend the Recip rocal Trade 
Act for three y ears.

It also would let him slice to 50 
p er cent of v alue any imp ort duty 
now abov e that rate. Such reduc­ 
tions would be in return for like 
concessions from other nations.

Mills 
of Arkansas, a senior committee 
Democrat, both p rep ared sp eeches 
say ing they “reluctantly ” were g o­ 
ing along with the comp romise.

Peron’s Followers 
Demonstrate Loy alty 
In Arg entina Unrest 


BUENOS AIRES, Arg entina US— 
President Juan Peron’s massiv e 
labor following rallied for a nine- 
hour nationwide strike today to 
demonstrate their loy alty to their 
leader in his feud with the Roman 
Catholic Church. 
Peron ap p ealed to the p eop le to 
be “calm . . . alert and v ig ilant” 
in the wake of a three-day wav e 
of clashes and demonstrations. 
Attacking the clerg y as “ a wolf 
in sheep ’s clothing ,” he threatened 
in a nationwide broadcast Monday 
nig ht to crack down with all his 
mig ht on future outbreaks. 
Shortly before he sp oke, fresh 
fig hting erup ted in the Plaza de 
May o in downtown Buenos Aires. 
Church sup p orters hurled back a 
crowd of Peron adherents who 
chai-g ed the Metrop olitan Cathe­ 
dral 
and 
the 
adjoining 
Arch­ 
bishop ’s Palace in an effort to 
mount an Arg entine flag on the 
p alace. The Peronistas 
shouted 
“Peron y es! Priests no!” as they 
rushed the building . 
There were no rep orts of any 
injuries. Twenty -nine p ersons were 
injured Sunday in rioting around 
the cathedral. Some 47 0 p ersons 
were arrested ov er the weekend, 
most of them Catholic faithful who 
took r e f u g e in the Ep icop al 
Palace when the rioting broke out 
The nationwide strike demonstra­ 
tion was called by the General 
Confederation of Labor 
(CGT), 
whose six million members con­ 
stitute one of the strong est p illars 
of the Peronista mov ement It was 
welded tog ether by Peron and his 
wife Ev a during the last y ears of 
her life. 
The CGT called for the stop ­ 
p ag e of all but a few activ ities in 
the country , between 3 p .m. and 
midnig ht. Workers will g ather for 
mass rallies here and elsewhere 
ov er the land. 
Transp ortation 
and newsp ap er 
workers p lanned a 15-minute sy m­ 
p athy strike in the late afternoon. 
The CGT called the g athering s 
“v indication” rallies for the al 
leg ed burning of the Arg entine flag 
and destruction of a p laque on the 
Cap itol honoring Mrs. Peron dur­ 
ing the g iant Corp us Christi Catho­ 
lic p arade Saturday . 
The 
g ov ernment 
which 
had 
banned the p arade but did not in­ 
terfere, accused Catholics of those 
acts, but a church sp okesman as­ 
serted, any one attributing the acts 
to Catholics is “g uilty of solemn 
ties.” 
Asserting his reg ime would act 
“with discip line and energ y ” if 
the occasion arose. Peron accused 
hig h Arg entine clerg y men of try ­ 
ing to p rov oke disorder with the 
aid of “armed p eop le.” But he 
declared that “for ev ery man they 
are able to muster, we are able 
to raise 10 and 10 times more.”

In an effort to g rant “a much- 
needed raise,” the Board of Eldu- 
cation Monday nig ht ap p rov ed $200 
and $300 salary increases for aU 
faculty members,in the ci^ school 
sy stem, dep ending on the deg ree 
they hold. 
The board also g ranted boosts 
rang ing from $500 to $200 for all 
other p ersonnel, ex cep t custodians, 
p lus raises of $50 to $100 for those 
instructors with ex tra assig nments. 
Board members said a salary 
schedule also has been p rep ared 
for the building custodians but no 
action was taken. 
The board said it wanted to study 
a list of nine p rop osals submitted 
by the .custodians’ union last nig ht. 
Their p rop osals are detailed in a 
sep arate story . 
The adjustments in the salary 
schedule were recommended by 
Leo C. Lawrence, chairman of the 
finance committee, and ap p rov ed 
unanimously by the three members 
p resent last nig ht. James T. Fort- 
iner is v acationing and Vernon San­ 
ford was out of town. 
Lawrence said the board ob­ 
tained the additional funds by trim­ 
ming the budg et where p ossible 
and said it anticip ates additional 
rev enue from real estate tax es and 
the state foundation p rog ram nex t 
term.

Congress Expected To 
OK Compromise Bill 
And Send It To Ike 


WASHINGTON OS — A compro­ 
mise bill to give President Eisen­ 
hower new tariff-cutting powers 
was headed for final congressional 
action, perhaps today. 
House leaders expected little op­ 
position in that chamber. The Sen­ 
ate was expected to follow suit

today and send the bill to the Pres­ 
ident. 
The compromise •bill, giving Ei­ 
senhower most of what he sought, 
would extend the Reciprocal Trade 
Act for three years.

Ives said he had not decided 
which he would support.

Labor Calls

Peron’s FoUowers 
Demonstrate Loyalty 
In Argentina Unrest 


BUENOS AIRES, Argentina lit— 
President Juan Peron’s massive 
labor following rallied for a nine- 
hour nationwide strike today to 
demonstrate their loyalty to their 
leader in his feud with the Roman 
Catholic Church. 
Peron appealed to the people to 
be “calm . . . alert and vigilant” 
in the wake of a three-day wave 
of clashes and demonstrations. 
Attacking the clergy as “a wolf 
in sheep’s clothing,” he threatened 
in a nationwide broadcast Monday 
night to crack down with all his 
might on future outbreaks. 
Shortly before he spoke, fresh 
fighting erupted in the Plaza de 
Mayo in downtown Buenos Aires. 
Church supporters hurled back a 
crowd of Peron adherents who 
charged the Metropolitan Cathe­ 
dral 
and 
the 
adjoining 
Arch­ 
bishop’s Palace in an effort to 
mount an Argentine flag on the 
palace. 
The Peronistas 
shouted 
“Peron yes! Priests no!” as they 
rushed the building. 
There were no reports of any 
injuries. Twenty-nine persons were 
injured Sunday in rioting around 
the cathedral. Some 470 persons 
were arrested over the weekend, 
most of them Catholic faithful who 
took r e f u g e in the Epicopal 
Palace when the rioting broke out 
Hie nationwide strike demonstra­ 
tion was called by the General 
Confederation of Labor 
(CGT), 
whose six million members con­ 
stitute one of the strongest pillars 
of the Peronista movement It was 
welded together by Peron and his 
wife Eva during the last years of 
her life. 
The CGT called for the stop­ 
page of all but a few activities in 
the country, between 3 p.m. and 
midnight. Workers will gather for 
mass rallies here and elsewhere 
over the land.

workers planned a 15-minute sym­ 
pathy strike in the late afternoon. 
The CGT called the gatherings 
“vindication” rallies for the al­ 
leged burning of the Argentine flag 
and destruction of a plaque on the 
Capitol honoring Mrs. Peron dur­ 
ing the giant Corpus Christi Catho­ 
lic parade Saturday.

banned the parade but did not in­ 
terfere, accused Catholics of those 
acts, but a church spokesman as­ 
serted anyone attributing the acts 
to Catholics is “guilty of solemn 
lies.” 
Asserting his regime would act 
“with discipline and energy” if 
the occasion arose, Peron accused 
high Argentine clergymen of try­ 
ing to provoke disorder with the 
aid of “armed people.” But he 
declared that “for every man they 
are able to muster, we are able 
to raise IO and IO times more.”

Wage Boosts Range 
From $200 To $300 
For Instructors 


In an effort to grant “a much- 
needed raise,” the Board of Edu­ 
cation Monday night approved $200 
and $300 salary increases for all 
faculty members#in the city school 
system, depending on the degree 
they hold. 
The board also granted boosts 
ranging from $500 to $200 for all 
other personnel, except custodians, 
plus raises of $50 to $100 for those 
instructors with extra assignments. 
Board members said a salary 
schedule also has been prepared 
for the building custodians but no 
action was taken. 
The board said it wanted lo study 
a list of nine proposals submitted 
by the .custodians’ union last night. 
Their proposals are detailed in a 
separate story. 
The adjustments in the salary 
schedule were recommended by 
Leo C. Lawrence, chairman of the 
finance committee, and approved 
unanimously by the three members 
present last night. James T. Fort- 
iner is vacationing and Vernon San­ 
ford was out of town. 
Lawrence said the board ob­ 
tained the additional funds by trim­ 
ming the budget where possible 
and said it anticipates additional 
revenue from real estate taxes and 
the state foundation program next 
term. 
Supt. Ralph W. Betts estimated 
the increases will cost the board 
an additional $53,000 yearly. It is 
the first general raise since 1953, 
he pointed out. 
The minimum salaries estab­ 
lished by the new schedule “are 
not bad,” Supt. Betts said, but 
the maximums still are insufficient 
He estimated the maximum sal­ 
aries are $300 to $400 lower than 
other Ohio cities of comparable 
size. 
The $200 increases go to those 
teachers with more than t h r e e 
years’ of college but who haven’t 
received a degree and to those 
with less than three years of col­ 
lege. 
The $300 boosts are for those 
teachers holding bachelor degrees, 
those with bachelor degrees plus 
30 hours work and those with 
master’s degrees. 
The new minimum salary f o r 
those with less than three years’ 
work will be $2,700 and the maxi­ 
mum will be $3,400. For those with 
more than three years’ college 
work who haven’t received a de­ 
gree, the minimum will be $2,900 
and the maximum will be $4,000. 
Teachers holding bachelor de­ 
grees will receive a minimum of 
$3,200 and a maximum of $4,300, 
Instructors who have taken 30 
hours of work plus a bachelor’s 
degree will have a minimum of 
$3,300 and a maximum of $4,450.

Baek-To-Work Move 
Gaining Momentum

Picket lines and walkouts kept 
more than 30 General Motors Corp. 
plants closed today but there were 
indications a back-to-work move­ 
ment was gaining momentum. 
Some dissatisfaction with the na­ 
tional agreement reached Monday 
by GM and the CIO United Auto 
Workers was reported among the 
128.890 employes the company es­ 
timated are still idle as a result 
of 
strikes 
and 
resulting 
parts 
shortages. 
But the walkouts were said to 
stem mostly from discontent over 
local grievances. 
The number of idle mounted 
through the day Monday but ap­ 
peared to recede as afternoon shift 
workers, spurred by UAW inter­ 
national orders to go back to work. 
trooped into plants when day shift 
picket lines were withdrawn. 
GM has 119 plants across the 
country. 
In Flint, Mich., where GM has 
its heaviest concentration of work­ 
ers, a total of 23.000 at four Chev­ 
rolet plants and the AC Spark Plug 
Division were off the job at one 
time Monday. But by nightfall pick­ 
ets were withdrawn at all but the 
Chevrolet frame plant. A union 
spokesman said all five plants 
would be operating by today. 
Two of the three big GM plants 
in Pontiac, Mich., resumed opera­ 
tions Monday. Only Pontiac Motor 
Division, with 13,770 employes, re­ 
mained down on all three shifts. 
The dispute there was reported to 
be over time schedules and work­ 
ing conditions. The company said 


it expected the workers back today. 
At the Detroit transmission plant 
at Willow Run outside Detroit, 8,300 
workers went back to their jobs 
after Local 735 officials received 
a back-to-work telegram from the 
UAW international. 
But many locals failed to heed 
the international’s order. 
In Detroit, the Cadillac plant was 
picketed, keeping 4.900 workers off 
the job. Union spokesmen said the 
men wouldn’t go back until local 
issues were settled. 


France Halt* Racing, 
Plan* New Safety Code 
PARIS UB—The French govern­ 
ment has suspended all auto races 
throughout France until a new 
safety code can be formulated. 
The semiofficial French Press 
Agency reported Monday night, 
however, that the new regulations 
are expected to be ready in time 
for the next major race, the Grand 
Prix de Reims July 2. 
The ban followed the smashup 
Saturday during the 24-hour sports 
car race at Le Mans, in which a 
driver and 78 spectators were 
killed. It was the worst tragedy 
in the history of racing.

It will be known by that time whether or not 
union negotiators in other branches of the auto 
industry and in other industries will temper the 
bargaining wind to the industrial lambs that 
cannot afford generous fringe benefits, includ­ 
ing a multi-mlllion-dollar trust fund to pay sup­ 
plemental unemployment benefits. 
The Ford and General Motors contracts have 
demonstrated both the tremendous bargaining 
power of the UAW and the tremendous financial 
resources of the two largest units of the auto 
industry. But they have not demonstrated the 
i absolute rightness of any of the details of the 
contracts. The merit of such things as supple­ 
mental unemployment benefits is relative to the 
employer’s ability to pay the freight. 
If a bargaining agreement acceptable to a 
prosperous company becomes a pattern for an­ 
other, at the expense of forcing it out of busi­ 
ness and forcing its employes out of jobs—a 
traditionally tactic practiced by United Mine 
Workers—the question then would cease to be 
financial and become political. 
» 
Would United Auto Workers be a monopoly in 
restraint of trade? 
The question will have been answered be­ 
fore three years have passed. 
Another question also will have been answer- 
• ed. What steps will be taken to stabilize em­ 
ployment in the auto industry? 
As long as large - scale unemployment can 
* be averted, the trust funds being set up for 
supplemental unemployment benefits are, in ef­ 
fect. earmarked surplus earnings that cannot 
be taxed as income. They are tangible assets 
oalanced against potential liabilities. 
The purpose of creating them is to avoid their 
use. But it remains to be seen what will be 
done to stabilize employment — what can be 
done to stabilize both employment and purchas­ 
ing power. The answer to that question has 
been sought for more than a generation by 
American industry. It may well prove to be the 
most important result of the 1955 bargaining in 
the auto Industry.

against armed attack, this author­ 
ity to include the securing and pro­ 
tection of such related positions 
and territories of that area now in 
friendly hands and the taking of 
such other measures as he judges 
to be required or appropriate in 
assuring the defense of Formosa 
and the Pescadores. 
“This 
resolution 
shall 
expire 
when the President shall deter­ 
mine that the peace and security 
of the area is reasonably assured 
by international conditions created 
by action of the United Nations 
or otherwise, and shall so report to 
the Congress.” 


THE RESOLUTION is a tongue 
twister. It authorizes the Presi­ 
dent to do what he already has the 
power to do and which he and 
President Truman did without a 
joint resolution, namely, to station 
the Seventh Fleet in Formosan 
waters to protect that govern­ 
ment: to finance and supply that 
government; 
and 
to 
train 
its 
troops for defensive action against 
Communist China. 
No special resolution was nec­ 
essary on Jan. 29. but the Presi­ 
dent wanted it and so Congress 
gave it to him. The Tachen Islands 
incident had occurred and a four- 
paragraph memorandum was sent 
to Chiang Kai-shek in which it was 
stated that if he would evacuate 
the Tachen Islands, the U n i t e d 
States would defend Quemoy and 
Matsu. 
So Chiang has an underwriting 
which he can make public when he 
wants to, embarrassing an admin­ 
istration which changes its mind 
with swift and repetitive irregu­ 
larity. 


m ea n w h ile, India more than 
any other country raises the que^ 
tion of the recognition of Red Chi­ 
na and sends Krishna Menon from 
capital to capital to keep this par­ 
ticular pot boiling. 
Perhaps we shall discover some 
day that Irxiia and Red China have 
some kind of secret deal in which 
Red China will give India s o m e 
quid pro quo. Othersise the per­ 
sistent activities of Krishna Menon 
and his master, Nehru, do not 
make sense at this time when this 
issue ought not to be pressing. 
That the Russians should be in­ 
sistent upon the recognition of Red 
China is understandable, because 
that is a sine qua non of the Soviet 
universal state. 
Tito, who is still a Coinmunist, 
cannot reject the recognition of a 
Communist country. 
This is a question for the Amer­

such 
armed attack is in aid of and m 
preparation for armed attack on 
Formosa 
and 
th e 
Pesca­ 
dores . . 
Further it says: 
“Whereas the President of the 
United States on Jan. 6, 1955, sub­ 
mitted to the Senate for its advice 
and consent to ratification a Mu­ 
tual Defense Treaty between the 
United States of America and the 
Republic of China, which recog­ 
nizes that an armed attack in the 
West Pacific area directed against 
territories, therein described, in 
the region of Formosa and the 
Pescadores, would be dangerous 
to the peace and safety of the par­ 
ties to the treaty . . 


ALL THEREFORE is clear as 
to intent and purpose. The United 
States is not doing business with 
Red China, which is regarded by 
it as any enemy. Even under this 
resolution, however, the President 
is permitted to change his mind, 
being required only to report to 
Congress thereanent. 
In a period approaching a gen­ 
eral election, it might not be sal­ 
utary for the President to change 
his mind on this subject; besides, 
he may not want to. 
If this question cannot be raised 
at the forthcoming Big Four Con­ 
ference, it could be embarrassing 
to the Russian delegation.

Hard Man To Classify 
India does not know what to make of its 
roving diplomat V. K. Krishna Menon, in the 
opinion of observers at New Delhi. President 
Eisenhower and Secretary of State Dulles cannot 
be blamed, theralore, if they have trouble un­ 
derstanding him during his visit to Washington. 
Menon holds no official position, although he 
holds tremendous personal authority in dip­ 
lomatic affairs. His trip to the United States 
and Canada while Prime Minister Nehru is 
visiting the Soviet Union, Yugoslavia, Poland, 
Czechoslovakia and Austria reflects a relation­ 
ship that puzzles India. 
Is Nehru his boss or his partner? 
The two men together seem to be aiming at 
a single purpose—to get rid of tension between 
the United States and Red China, Menon put 
forward the plan that brought a truce in Korea. 
He foretold the impression made by the Bandung 
Conference, that Asia was not any happier about 
Russian colonialism in the form of conspira­ 
torial Communism than it had been about west­ 
ern imperialism. He was the first to announce- 
that Red China would release four U.S. airmen. 
He has been accused by equally thoughtful 
appraisers of being anti-American and pro- 
American. On one thing about him, however, 
there is agreement. 
He is a man with a mission that he works at 
zealously. He and Nehru are both spokesmen 
for the leadership India has taken in Asiatic 
affairs—a leadership based on the same in- 
tellectualism that distinguished Gandhi. 
Washington may not know how to classify 
Menon as to diplomatic status but there is no 
question about him as an individual. He is one 
of the Asiatics who has taken charge of Asia’s 
groining importance in international affairs.

EXACTLY 18 YEARS ago. two ' 
young brothers took off in a rick- I 
ety airplane over Detroit and be­ 
gan to change the world almost as 
sharply as the brothers who in­ 
vented the flvin« machine. 
Back in the spring of 1937, Walter 
and Victor Reuther, who at that 
time were among tiie very few 
I labor organizers who had a profes­ 


sional publicity man, used a loud 
speaker plane over the Ford River 
Rouge plant. 
Very few in this world listened 
to their message over the giant 
plant then. Very few really are 
aware of Reuther’s message at the 
same plant today. What happened 
in Detroit this month means far 
more than has been hinted at. For 
example: 
The auto companies will now 
seek to protect themselves by as- 
sunfing responsibility for as small 
a work force as possible. 
To make certain that all the peo­ 
ple they do employ are not laid 
off, the companies wiU begin mak­ 
ing their own parts, instead of con- 
tracint out for them to smaller 
shops. The auto corporations will 
do this so they can shift their 
manpower from the assembly lines 
to the parts departments, when 
work on the lines is slack. 


THERE ALSO WILL be “ versa­ 
tility training. Men will be trained 
in more than one skill or job. 
Then if 25 workers don’t show up 
some morning, the “versatile” 
workers will be shifted to the area 
where they are needed — and new 
workers won’t be hired. “ Fill in 
gangs” will be organized so that 
men can be moved to the fender 
division or the paint shop, for ex­ 
ample, as needed. 
Automation will be speeded far 
more than even Reuther envisioned 
—so that new men need not be 
hired. And the workers may be 
immobilized — tied to their plants 
because they’ll have so much of an 
investment in the fringes to come 
in years ahead, such as pensions 
and credit for supplemental “guar­ 
anteed wages” that they’ll st?y 
with one plant all their lives. 
* The American scene could be­ 
come static — families, as in Eng­ 
land of old, rooted to their home 
towns. It’s a new era. .. .

ing out supposedly misleading in­ 
formation, docs make news. Any­ 
way, on May 29th last, Franklin 
Hutchinson, an assistant professor 
of radiation physics at Yale, said 
on a radio program that if Atomic 
Energy Commission officials “ have 
data to back up their contention 
that there are no harmful genetic 
effects from the radioation, that’s 
just wonderful. ’The trouble is I 
don’t know of any such data, and 
neither does anyone else to whom 
I have talked.” He added that 1.- 
800 children had been born with an 
additional "mutation” caused by 
the 
hydrogen bomb tests 
last 
spring. 
Hie foregoing was distributed by 
the press services and many news­ 
papers printed it because it was 
news,

But on June 3. Dr. 
Willard F. 
Libby, a member of the Atomic 
Energy Commission and himself 
one of America’s most noted sci­ 
entists in the field of atomic en- 
w*8yt 
made a public 
address at 
the University of Chicago, discuss­ 
ing the radioactive fallout problem 
from every angle, including muta- | 
tions of all kinds. He told the peo­ 
ple of America why they should 
not be disturbed by the informa­ 
tion given them about the recent 
bomb tests. 


YET THE SPEECH by Dr. lib- 
by was almost completely ignored 
by the press services that supply 
the American newspapers. Mem­ 
bers of the Atomic Energy Com­ 
mission have since expressed pri­ 
vately their amazement at t h i s 
omission. For it means that an of­ 
ficial refutation of what Prof. Hut^ 
chinson said didn’t get across to 
the American people. 
Dr. Libby, who has been a pro­ 
fessor at the University of CaU- 
fomia and the University of Chi­ 
cago. has done some remarkable 
things in the field of nuclear re­ 
search, especially during the war. 
He served for six years chi the ad­ 
visory committee of scientists at 
the AEC after being named to the 
commissicm itself. 
Here arc some extracts f r o m 
Dr. Libby’s speech in which he dis­ 
cusses particularly the genetic ef­ 
fects—that is, effects on children 
of future generations: 
“ It is known that radiation dos­ 
ages in the levels of 400 roentgen 
units are lethal (deadly) to about 
half the individuals exposed, the 
symptoms following the exposure 
being remarkably predictable and 
reprcxlucibie. . .

“ Let us examine how the radio­ 
activities which are always pres­ 
ent and compare them with the 
fallout radiations, because t h e s e 
general background radiations do 
affect the question of the genetic 
Î effects from fallout since everyone 
; exposed to these natural dosages.

! sense is radioactive and always has 
, been. The carbon in your bodies 
is naturally radioactive. . . 
“ In fact the radioactivity of the 
human body and the nature of its 
radiation is such that people re­ 
ceive dosages from one another 
which are measurable and consid­ 
erable in terms of the fallout 
I dosages. It can be c^ilculated that 
people packed in a dense croivd 


I receive about two one-thousandths 
of a roentgen per year dosage from 
I the radioactive potassium in their 
! neighbor’s bodies—somewhat more 
' than that which applied in the Unit­ 
ed States on Jan. 1 from the total 
of the test fallout. 


I 
“ THE PRINCIPAL sources of 
natural dosages, however, are not 
' the human body but the cosmic 
' rays and the radioactivities in the 
earth itself.” 
Dr. Libby told of dosages nor­ 
mally received by airplane pilots 
from the surface of the earth espe­ 
cially from rocks. He also men­ 
tioned the doses from luminous 


watches and from X rays and then 
concludes: 
“ Considering aU these things, it 
is quite clear that the natural ra­ 
dioactivities of the body, the ef­ 
fects of the cosmic radiation and 
the natural radiation of the radio­ 
activities of the earth’s surface 
constitute hazards which are much 
greater than the test fallout haz­ 
ards. It is also clear that if the 
genetic damages from radiation are 
real at these levels, we have al­ 
ways had them in much larger 
measure. 
“This does not, of course, mean 
that they are desirable but it does 
mean that any genetic effects of 
the test fallout must Indeed be 
small fractions of the effects which 
are normally present in the human 
population. 


“ IT ALSO MEANS that in the 
case of a full-scale atomic war, 
where tiie amounts of fallout might 
well be expected to increase by 
large factors like a thousand-fold, 
there will be the additional hazards 
due to the fallout, additional to the 
blast ami thermal aiKi other betr 
ter-known effects of nuclear weap­ 
ons. that should be seriously con­ 
sidered.” 
Nobody has ever contended that 
atomic warfare isn’t injurious to 
mankind but it has yet to be proved 
•by anyone iq the world of science 
that the atomic tests held thus far 
under careful restrictions have pro­ 
duced abnormal dosage of radio­ 
activity in the fallout which could 
seriously damage this or any fu- 
tore generation.

Atomic Pearl Harbor

KAISERSLAUTERN 
The North Atiantic Treaty Or­ 
ganization’s top brass is in a 
military fever because the main 
United States base here in Ger­ 
many — keystone of the western 
defense structure — is a prime 
target for an atomic Pearl Harbor. 
Harbor. 
Because of unforeseen expansion 
and problems of land acquisition. 
50,000 U.S. soldiers, airmen, 30,000 
dependents, ordnance d e p o t s , 
quartermaster s u p p l y 
points, 
atomic artillery, an armored divi­ 
sion, ammunition stockpiles, a re­ 
placement depot, and four airfields 
are concentrated in some 25 square 
miles between this Rhineland city 
and the Saarland. 
The peril of this situation — 
work stiU in progress under past 
construction contracts — was dis­ 
covered during an inspection tour 
by Gen. Alfred M. Gruenther, 
NA’TO commander-in-chief. He ap­ 
pointed his deputy for the U.S. 
forces, Gen. Orville Lee, to im­ 
prove dispositions as well as he 
could. 
After a survey, Lee told this cor­ 
respondent: “ It is aU very weU 
to talk of dispersal but where are 
you going to put them?” 
A check showed that the military 
congestion first began to pile up 
following an order from President 
Elisenhower, when in NATO com­ 
mand. to “ get behind the Rhine 
with the communications troops.” 
Now, as a result of conferences 
between Gen. A n t h o n y C. Mc- 
Auliffe, commander of the ground 
j forces, and Major Gen. Robert M. 
Lee, commander of NATO’s tac­ 
tical air force in the area, a co­ 
ordinated program of evacuation 
in case of emergency has been 
IH*epared as a provisional solu- 


1 tion. 


Gen. Orville Lee put it this way: 
“ We are working on plans for dis­ 
persal now and we are ready to 
take action in case of emergency.” 


80 FAR AS THE Army is con­ 
cerned, dispersal means in fact 
evacuation of the area so far as 
possible and dispersal Into woods 
and forests under canvas. 
But the Air Force cannot dis­ 
perse its airfields and installations 
which have cost 
approximately 
$200,000,000, mostly paid for out of 
German o c c u p a t i o n alloca- 
cations. The Air Force would be 
obliged to move to fields probably 
in eastern France. 
“ Aircraft is on the 
alert 24 
hours a day and can be in the air 
I within a few minutes of a warn­ 
ing,” Lee said at his headquartp 
ers. “ I think the Fourth Tactical 
Air Force is in a good position

I the area. They key to it is organi­ 
zation and readiness.”

A tour of the hub area is like 
a journey through an ultramodern^ 
city laid out on an architect’s' 
dream of t o wn planning. 'The 
Army has 117 shiny new apartment 
buildings with landscaped ground 
recreation rooms, automol^c re­

'The Air 
Force has similar facilities.

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Three Years Later 
! 
In less than three years from now, when the 
Ford Co. and General Motors negotiate new con­ 
tracts with United Auto Workers, some ques­ 
tion* raised by the contracts made this year 
will have been answered. 
It will be known by that time whether or not 
union negotiators in other branches of the auto 
industry and in other industries will temper the 
bargaining wind to the industrial lambs that 
cannot afford generous fringe benefits, includ­ 
ing a multi-million-dollar trust fund to pay sup­ 
plemental unemployment benefits. 
The Ford and General Motors contracts have 
demonstrated both the tremendous bargaining 
power of the UAW and the tremendous financial 
resources of the two largest units of the auto 
industry. But they have not demonstrated the 
absolute rightness of any of the details of the 
contracts. The merit of such things as supple­ 
mental unemployment benefits is relative to the 
employer’s ability to pay the freight. 
If a bargaining agreement acceptable to a 
prosperous company becomes a pattern for an­ 
other, at the expense of forcing it out of busi­ 
ness and forcing its employes out of jobs—a 
traditionally tactic practiced by United Mine 
Workers—the question then would cease to be 
financial and become political. 
Would United Auto Workers be a monopoly in 
restraint of trade? 
The question will have been answered be­ 
fore three years have parsed. 
Another question also will have been answer­ 
ed. What steps will be taken to stabilize em­ 
ployment in the auto industry? 
As long as large - scale unemployment can 
be averted, the trust funds being set up for 
supplemental unemployment benefits are, in ef­ 
fect, earmarked surplus earnings that cannot 
be taxed as income. They are tangible assets 
oalanced against potential liabilities. 
The purpose of creating them is to avoid their 
use. But it remains to be seen what will be 
done to stabilize employment — what can be 
done to stabilize both employment and purchas­ 
ing power. The answer to that question has 
been sought for more than a generation by 
American industry. It may well prove to be the 
most important result of the 1955 bargaining in 
the auto industry. 


Hard Man To Classify 
India does not know what to make of its 
roving diplomat V. K. Krishna Menon, in the 
opinion of observers at New Delhi. President 
Eisenhower and Secretary of State Dulles cannot 
be blamed, therefore, if they have trouble un­ 
derstanding him during his visit to Washington. 
Menon holds no official position, although he 
holds tremendous personal authority in dip­ 
lomatic affairs. His trip to the United States 
and Canada while Prime Minister Nehru is 
visiting the Soviet Union, Yugoslavia, Poland, 
Czechoslovakia and Austria reflects a relation­ 
ship that puzzles India. 
Is Nehru his boss or his partner? 
The two men together seem to be aiming at 
a single purpose—to get rid of tension between 
the United States and Red China. Menon put 
forward the plan that brought a truce in Korea. 
He foretold the impression made by the Bandung 
Conference, that Asia was not any happier about 
Russian colonialism in the form of conspira­ 
torial Communism than it had been about west­ 
ern imperialism. He was the first to announce- 
that Red China would release four U.S. airmen. 
He has been accused by equally thoughtful 
appraisers of being anti-American and pro- 
American. On one thing about him. however, 
there is agreement. 
He is a man with a mission that he works at 
zealously. He and Nehru are both spokesmen 
for the leadership India has taken in Asiatic 
affairs—a leadership based on the same in­ 
tellectualism that distinguished Gandhi. 
Washington may not know how to classify 
Menon as to diplomatic status but there is no 
question about him as an individual. He is one 
of the Asiatics who has taken charge of Asia’s 
growing importance in international affairs. 


Lesson At Le Mans 
It is interesting that race officials in Le Mans, 
France, were still talking about the engineering 
value of the French city’s auto-racing classic 
after the tragedy which killed upward of 90 per­ 
sons and injured more than IOO others, most 
of them seriously. 
Hie value referred to, of course, is to auto­ 
motive designers, who supposedly are still us­ 
ing auto races to test their ideas. It is the same 
claim that used to be made for the annual au­ 
tomobile race at the Indianapolis Speedway. 
But in this country, automotive ideas now are 
tested on proving grounds maintained for that 
purpose. The Indianapolis event is now regard­ 
ed as a commercial spectacle. 
In bull-fighting countries, much attention is 
given to improving the bulls that are destined 
to die for the entertainment of the aficionados. 
Hie rest of us regard as additional evidence 
that bullfighting is a degrading sport. 
But at least there is no pretense that bull­ 
fighting is related to progress. In fact. in coun­ 
tries that support auto racing there is no jus­ 
tification to be critical of countries that still 
support bullfighting.

Red China Problem Heads For ‘Summit’ 


At the Four Power Conference— 
the Conference at the Summit, as 
Sir Winston Churchill would call it 
—one of the principal subjects for 
d i a cussion

China. T h e 
P r e s i dent 
will be bound,

p a s s e d by 
George Sokolsky t h e Senate 
and the House of Representatives 
and now law of the land — Public 
Law 4 — 84th Congress — ap­ 
proved by President Eisenhower 
on Jan. 29. 1955 at 8:42 A M. 
This resolution stipulates: 
“That the President of the Unit­ 
ed State: be and he hereby is au­ 
thorized to 
employ the 
armed 
forces of the United States as he 
deems necessary for the specific 
purpose of securing and protecting 
Formosa 
and 
the 
Pescadores 
against armed attack, this author­ 
ity to include the securing and pro­ 
tection of such related positions 
and territories of that area now in 
friendly hands and the taking of 
such other measures as he judges 
to be required or appropriate in 
assuring the defense of Formosa 
and the Pescadores. 
“This 
resolution 
shall 
expire 
when the President shall deter­ 
mine that the peace and security 
of the area is reasonably assured 
by international conditions created 
by action of the United Nations 
or otherwise, and shall so report to 
the Congress.’’ 


THE RESOLUTION is a tongue 
twister. It authorizes the Presi­ 
dent to do what he already has the 
power to do and which he and 
President Truman did without a 
joint resolution, namely, to station 
the Seventh Fleet in Formosan 
waters to protect that govern­ 
ment; to finance and supply that 
government; 
and 
to 
train 
its 
troops for defensive action against 
Communist China. 
No special resolution was nec­ 
essary on Jan. 29, but the Presi­ 
dent wanted it and so Congress 
gave it to him. The Tachen Islands 
incident had occurred and a four- ! 
paragraph memorandum was sent I 
to Chiang Kai-shek in which it was 
stated that if he would evacuate 
the Tachen Islands, the U n i t e d 
States would defend Quemoy and 
Matsu. 
So Chiang has an underwriting 
which he can make public when he 
wants to, embarrassing an admin­ 
istration which changes its mind 
with swift and repetitive irregu­ 
larity. 


MEANWHILE. India more than 
any other country raises the ques­ 
tion of the recognition of Red Chi­ 
na and sends Krishna Menon from 
capital to capital to keep this par­ 
ticular pot boiling. 
Perhaps we shall discover some 
day that India and Red China have 
some kind of secret deal in which 
Red China will give India s o m e 
quid pro quo. Othersise the per­ 
sistent activities of Krishna Menon 
and his master. Nehru, do not 
make sense at this time when this 
issue ought not to be pressing. 
That the Russians should be in­ 
sistent upon the recognition of Red 
China is understandable, because 
that is a sine qua non of the Soviet 
universal state. 
Tito, who is still a Communist, 
cannot reject the recognition of a 
Communist country. 
This is a question for the Amer­ 
ican people to decide and it was 
decided 
in 
the 
84th 
Congress 
which constitutionally represents 
the 
American 
people. 
In 
the 
“whereases” to that resolution, it 
is stated: 


“ WHEREAS CERTAIN territor­ 
ies in the West Pacific under the 
jurisdiction of the Republic of Chi­ 
na are now under armed attack, 
and threats and declarations have 
been and are being made by the 
Chinese Communists 
that such 
armed attack is in aid of and in 
preparation for armed attack on 
Formosa 
and 
th e 
Pesca­ 
dores . . .” 
Further it says: 
“Whereas the President of the 
United States on Jan. 6, 1955, sub­ 
mitted to the Senate for its advice 
and consent to ratification a Mu­ 
tual Defense Treaty between the 
United States of America and the 
Republic of China, which recog­ 
nizes that an armed attack in the 
West Pacific area directed against 
territories, therein described, in 
the region of Formosa and the 
Pescadores, would be dangerous 
to the peace and safety of the par­ 
ties to the treaty . . .” 


ALL THEREFORE is clear as 
to intent and purpose. The United 
States is not doing business with 
Red China, which is regarded by 
it as any enemy. Even under this 
resolution, however, the President 
is permitted to change his mind, 
being required only to report to 
Congress thereanent. 
In a period approaching a gen­ 
eral election, it might not be sal­ 
utary for the President to change 
his mind on this subject; besides, 
he may not want to. 
If this question cannot be raised 
at the forthcoming Big Four Con­ 
ference. it could be embarrassing 
to the Russian delegation.

The committee also plans to 
“clean up” what work is left for 
it in California in Los Angeles and 
then head for San Diego about 
July 5 or 6. 


STEEL INDUSTRY leaders in 
Pittsburgh were in a slight state 
of shock over the swiftness of the 
Auto Workers Union settlement. 
They never figured the auto com­ 
panies and Walter Reuther would 
make their peace — involving such 
vast sums — so quickly. 
So there is nothing left for the 
steel executives to do but give 
David McDonald’s million 
steel 
workers twice as much in pay 
raises as they originally planned to 
yield. Report now is that the CIO 
steel men will win a 15 cent an 
hour, or a $6 a week raise. Before 
the auto settlement the steel in­ 
dustry was not 
willing 
to 
go 
higher than about $2.80 a week 
increase. This, in turn, 
means 
that all industry will have to jack 
up its pay raises — which may 
make this the highest round of 
wages in history. 


EXACTLY 18 YEARS ago. two 
young brothers took off in a rick­ 
ety airplane over Detroit and be­ 
gan to change the world almost as 
sharply as the brothers who in­ 
vented the flying machine. 
Back in the spring of 1937, Walter 
and Victor Reuther, who at that 
time were among the very few 
I labor organizers who had a profes­ 


sional publicity man, used a loud 
speaker plane over the Ford River 
Rouge plant. 
Very few in this world listened 
to their message over the giant 
plant then. Very few really are 
aware of Reuther’s message at the 
same plant today. What happened 
in Detroit this month means far 
more than has been hinted at. For 
example: 
The auto companies will now 
„seek to protect themselves by as- 
sunfing responsibility for as small 
a work force as possible. 
To make certain that all the peo­ 
ple they do employ are not laid 
off, the companies will begin mak­ 
ing their own parts, instead of con- 
tracint out for them to smaller 
shops. The auto corporations will 
do this so they can shift their 
manpower from the assembly lines 
to the parts departments, when 
work on the lines is slack. 


THERE ALSO WILL be “versa­ 
tility training. Men will be trained 
in more than one skill or job. 
Then if 25 workers don’t show up 
some morning, 
the 
“versatile” 
workers will be shifted to the area 
where they are needed — and new 
workers won’t be hired. “Fill in 
gangs” will be organized so that 
men can be moved to the fender 
division or the paint shop, for ex­ 
ample, as needed. 
Automation will be speeded far 
more than even Reuther envisioned 
—so that new men need not be 
hired. And the workers may be 
immobilized — tied to their plants 
because they’ll have so much of an 
investment in the fringes to come 
in years ahead, such as pensions 
and credit for supplemental “guar­ 
anteed wages” that they’ll stay 
with one plant all their lives. 
• The American scene could be­ 
come static — families, as in Eng­ 
land of old, rooted to their home 
towns. It’s a new era. .. . 


INSIDERS ARE chuckling over 
how the news of the Ford settle­ 
ment reached the Auto Union high 
command — the UAW executive 
board. The council had been sit­ 
ting around waiting for word from 
the blacked out Reuther-B u g a s 
hotel room. 
Finally one of the board mem­ 
bers called his home office long 
distance. His lieutenant said, “Con­ 
gratulations.” The national official 
asked. “What for?” The aide re­ 
plied that the pact was signed. 
The national o f f i c e r said, “It 
couldn’t be.” 
And it turned out that in all 
the excitement someone forgot to 
tell the high command across the 
street that it was all over — and 
they were closeting themselves in 
a locked room for quite a while 
after we newsmen told the rest of 
the world. . . .

A Toast To Peace 


Danger Of Atomic Test ‘Fallout’ Refuted 


Strange misconceptions 
about 
the allegedly harmful effects of ra­ 
dioactive fallout from atomic tests 
are 
being spread throughout the 
world and the 
press services 
for the 
most 
part have not 
been alert to 
o f f s e t such 
claims w i t h 
news of th e 
rebuttals. 
M a y be ifs 
because a sci­ 
entific l i n g o 
•s„.*u L.a*icuce doesn’t ma k e 
news and maybe it’s because a de­ 
nunciation of the Atomic Energy 
Commission, charging it with giv­ 
ing out supposedly misleading in­ 
formation, does make news. Any­ 
way, on May 29th last, Franklin 
Hutchinson, an assistant professor 
of radiation physics at Yale, said 
on a radio program that if Atomic 
Energy Commission officials “have 
data to back up their contention 
that there are no harmful genetic 
effects from the radiation, that’s 
just wonderful. The trouble is I 
don’t know of any such data, and 
neither does anyone else to whom 
I have talked.” He added that 1,- 
800 children had been born with an 
additional “mutation” caused by 
the 
hydrogen 
bomb 
tests 
last 
spring. 
Hie foregoing was distributed by 
the press services and many news­ 
papers printed it because it was 
news. 
But on June 3, Dr. Willard F. 
Libby, a member of the Atomic 
Energy Commission and himself 
one of America’s mo.t noted sci­ 
entists in the field of atomic en­ 
ergy, made a public address at 
the University of Chicago, discuss­ 
ing the radioactive fallout problem 
from every angle, including muta­ 
tions of all kinds. He told the peo­ 
ple of America why they should 
not be disturbed by the informa­ 
tion given them about the recent 
bomb tests. 


YET THE SPEECH by Dr. Lib­ 
by was almost completely ignored 
by the press services that supply 
the American newspapers. Mem­ 
bers of the Atomic Energy Com­ 
mission have since expressed pri­ 
vately their amazement at t h i s 
omission. For it means that an of­ 
ficial refutation of what Prof. Hut­ 
chinson said didn’t get across to 
the American people. 
Dr. Libby, who has been a pro­ 
fessor at the University of Cali­ 
fornia and the University of Chi­ 
cago, has done some remarkable 
things in the field of nuclear re­ 
search, especially during the war. 
He served for six years on the ad­ 
visory committee of scientists at 
the AEC after being named to the 
commission itself. 
Here are some extracts f r o m 
Dr. Libby’s speech in which he dis­ 
cusses particularly the genetic ef­ 
fects—that is, effects on children 
of future generations: 
“It is known that radiation dos­ 
ages in the levels of 400 roentgen 
units are lethal (deadly) to about 
half the individuals exposed, the 
symptoms following the exposure 
being remarkably predictable and 
reproducible. . . 


“IT ALL THE dosage from all 
atomic tests in all time, that is 
since 1945, be added together, the 
total dosage for people in the Unit­ 
ed States averages considerably 
less than one-tenth of one roentgen. 
“However, as far as immediate 
or somatic damage to the health 
is concerned, the fallout dosage { 
rate could 
be increased 
15,0001

times without hazard. In faft, it 
seems clear that it is very, very 
conservative indeed as far as these 
immediate effects on health are 
concerned. Tests, therefore, do not 
constitute any real hazard to im­ 
mediate health. 
“Let us examine how the radio­ 
activities which are always pres­ 
ent and compare them with the 
fallout radiations, because t h e s e 
general background radiations do 
affect the question of the genetic 
effects from fallout since everyone 
exposed to these natural dosages. 
The world in all its part in the 
sense is radioactive and always has 
been. The carbon in your bodies 
is naturally radioactive. . . 
“In fact the radioactivity of the 
human body and the nature of its 
radiation is such that people re­ 
ceive dosages from one another 
which are measurable and consid­ 
erable in terms of the fallout 
dosages. It can be calculated that 
people packed in a dense crowd 
receive about two one-thousandths 
of a roentgen per year dosage from 
the radioactive potassium in their 
neighbor’s bodies—somewhat more 
than that which applied in the Unit­ 
ed States on Jan. I from the total 
of the test fallout. 


“THE PRINCIPAL sources of 
natural dosages, however, are not 
the human body but the cosmic 
rays and the radioactivities in the 
earth itself.” 
Dr. Libby told of dosages nor­ 
mally received by airplane pilots 
from the surface of the earth espe­ 
cially from rocks. He also men­ 
tioned the doses from luminous 


watches and from X rays and then 
concludes: 
“Considering all these things, it 
is quite clear that the natural ra­ 
dioactivities of the body, the ef­ 
fects of the cosmic radiation and 
the natural radiation of the radio­ 
activities of the earth’s surface 
constitute hazards which are much 
greater than the test fallout haz­ 
ards. It is also clear that if the 
genetic damages from radiation are 
real at these levels, we have al­ 
ways had them in much larger 
measure. 
“This does not, of course, mean 
that they are desirable but it does 
mean that any genetic effects of 
the test fallout must indeed be 
small fractions of the effects which 
are normally present in the human 
population. 


“IT ALSO MEANS that in the 
case of a full-scale atomic war, 
where the amounts of fallout might 
well be expected to increase by 
large factors like a thousand-fold, 
there will be the additional hazards 
due to the fallout, additional to the 
blast and thermal and other bet* 
ter-known effects of nuclear weap­ 
ons, that should be seriously con­ 
sidered.” 
Nobody has ever contended that 
atomic warfare isn’t injurious to 
mankind but it has yet to be proved 
by anyone in the world of science 
that the atomic tests held thus far 
under careful restrictions have pro­ 
duced abnormal dosage of radio­ 
activity in the fallout which could 
seriously damage this or any fu­ 
ture generation.

KAISERSLAUTERN 
The North Atlantic Treaty Or­ 
ganization's top brass is in 
a 
military fever because the main 
United States base here in Ger­ 
many — keystone of the western 
defense structure — is a prime 
target for an atomic Pearl Harbor. 
Harbor. 
Because of unforeseen expansion 
and problems of land acquisition, 
50,000 U.S. soldiers, airmen, 30,000 
dependents, ordnance d e p o t s , 
quartermaster s u p p l y 
points, 
atomic artillery, an armored divi­ 
sion, ammunition stockpiles, a re­ 
placement depot, and four airfields 
are concentrated in some 25 square 
miles between this Rhineland city 
and the Saarland. 
The peril of this situation — 
work still in progress under past 
construction contracts — was dis­ 
covered during an inspection tour 
by Gen. Alfred M. Gruenther, 
NATO commander-in-chief. He ap­ 
pointed his deputy for the U.S. 
forces, Gen. Orville Lee, to im­ 
prove dispositions as well as he 
could. 
After a survey, Lee told this cor­ 
respondent: “It is all very well 
to talk of dispersal but where are 
you going to put them?” 
A check showed that the military 
congestion first began to pile up 
following an order from President 
Eisenhower, when in NATO com­ 
mand. to “get behind the Rhine 
with the communications troops.” 
Now. as a result of conferences 
between Gen. A n t h o n y C. Mc- 
Auliffe, commander of the ground 
forces, and Major Gen. Robert M. 
Lee, commander of NATO’s tac­ 
tical air force in the area, a co­ 
ordinated program of evacuation 
in case of emergency has been 
prepared as a provisional 
solu­ 
tion. 


Gen. Orville Lee put it this way: 
“We are working on plans for dis­ 
persal now and we are ready to 
take action in case of emergency.** 


SO FAR AS THE Army is con­ 
cerned, dispersal means in fact 
evacuation of the area so far as 
possible and dispersal into woods 
and forests under canvas. 
But the Air Force cannot dis­ 
perse its airfields and installations 
which have cost 
approximately 
$200,000,000. mostly paid for out of 
German o c c u p a t i o n alloca- 
cations. The Air Force would be 
obliged to move to fields probably 
in eastern France. 
“Aircraft is on 
the alert 24 
hours a day and can be in the air 
within a few minutes of a warn­ 
ing,’* Lee said at his headquart­ 
ers. “I think the Fourth Tactical 
Air Force is in a good position

The “early-to-work and late-to-dinner” mod­ 
el, with the overhead sweat valves, built-in 
worries and frequent “flats” disappeared long 
ago. The 1955 Model Detroit workingman now 
comes de luxe with neither comfort nor se­ 
curity listed as an “extra.” 


HE GETS A PAY envelope with the faster 
pickup, and the contentment that 
can be 
raised by pushbutton. The bumpers have been 
taken off the worker and put on management 
and stockholders. Every big industry knows 
it will be asked to follow suit, and many fear 
a setup in which the boss will soon be en 
relief. 
Many a corporation may be willing to settle 
for a guaranteed headache cure, the guar­ 
anteed flight to the hills, and a guaranteed 
quiet room in the hospital for nervous dis­ 
orders. 
One thing is crestal clear: 
the toiler is 
emancipated in a choice of color tones. The 
big question is whether the economic en­ 
gineers have eliminated the “sagacity pump” 
in the belief that thrift is old-fashioned and 
takes up too much room needed for vacation 
luggage. 
“It’s great stuff as long as prosperity lasts, 
but the question remains: “How are you fixed 
for brakes when things hit the toboggan slide?” 
and “Who guarantees the guarantees when 
there is little left to guarantee?” 


ONCE UPON A TIME the workingman came 
home in hard times with a dejected look, a 
layoff notice and a regret that the wife would 
have to take in washing and put Junior to 
work in tile livery stable.

THE ANTI-PAY-TV crowd — 
largely composed of the network 
heads and the motion picture ex­ 
hibitors — keeps hammering away 
at the idea that sponsored tele­ 
vision and pay television can’t co­ 
exist with such vehemence that 
this idea has assumed the stature 
of one of the Ten Commandments. 
Well, maybe fee-TV would de­ 
stroy the present system; or may­ 
be it wouldn’t. But the plain fact is 
that nobody really knows the ans­ 
wer to that question — neither 
David Sarnoff nor anyone else — 
and it’s high time that important 
people stopped making flat state­ 
ments about highly moot questions.

Measles In Front 
In School Illnesses 
Measles led the list of infectious 
diseases in school children during 
the past term, Mrs. Edna Jones, 
R.N., school nurse, advised the 
Board of Education Monday night. 
Mrs. Jones reported 91 cases of 
measles followed closely by chick­ 
enpox with 85. Poison ivy was third 
with 47 cases and there were 33 
cases of rashes. 
The other diseases listed numer­ 
ically were scarlet fever, 25; in­ 
fluenza, 22; impetigo, 15; whoop­ 
ing cough, 12; allergy rashes, IO; 
ringworm, 6; pink eye, 5; hepati­ 
tis, 3, and scabies, 2. 
Among 3,060 children examined, 
there were 47 cases of pediculosis, 
Mrs. Jones reported. . 
During the year there were 778 
first aid treatments, 1,825 complete 
physical examinations and 228 par­ 
tial physical examinations. 
There were 646 visits to schools, 
776 conferences with teachers, 943 
meetings with parents and 596 
home calls.
